After some discussion, the members 
present at the meeting came to the con- 
clusion that there is no feasible way to 
suspend zoning regulations without taking 
down the bars completely which action 
would result in serious permanent damage 
to the physical picture of the entire city. 
The committee felt that a sincere effort 
should be made to encourage development 
in those areas now zoned for multiple 
dwellings and also to consider the conver- 
sion of vacant commercial] buildings into 
dwelling units, thus avoiding spot zoning. 


Motion by Commissioner Eckert, sup- 
ported by Commissioner Wood, that the 
Committee on Zoning and Land Use be 
empowered to express the opinion of the 
City Plan Commission to the City Council 
that additional housing can be provided 
in Lansing by converting single family 
dwellings now in multiple dwelling areus 
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into multiple dwellings and by converting 
vacant commercial buildings into dwelling 
units, thus avoiding spot zoning. 


Motion carried—7 yeas, 0 nays.

Mrs. Bishop, representing the State 
Planning Commission, met with the Com- 
mission and briefly outlined the work which 
the State Planning Commission is under- 
taking. She advised that the State was 
attempting to build up a file of pest war 
projects which might be undertaken by 
various municipalities and other govern- 
mental units as post war projects. She 
outlined the forms which the State Plan- 
ning Commission desires completed and 
filed with ‘their office. It was her sugges- 
tion that the City Plan Commission might 
be the clearing house for those projects 
which the various Boards of the Lansing 
City government might wish to propose.

Commissioner Leadley reported that she, 
and other members of her committee, had 
investigated the petition for the rezoning 
of the south 8314 feet of Lot 8, Block 2, 
Assessor’s Plat No. 10, owned by the 
North Jenison Street Church of Christ, 
from “A” One-Family District to “‘B’’? One- 
Family District, and the committee recom- 
mended this rezoning.

«Phe secretary read a communication from 
the City Plan Commission of Omaha, Ne- 
braska, requesting a copy of the 1938 Har- 
land Bartholomew Lansing City Plan Re- 
port. The secretary was requested to send 
@ copy of our report to the Omaha City 
Plan Commission in accordance with the 
request. 


Mayor Crego and Commissioner Eckert 
presented a proposal from the Michigan 
Planning Commission, suggesting the va- 
cating of the Boys’ Vocational School site 


along with the 119th Field Artillery 
Armory site—said property to be purchased 
by the City of Lansing with the possi- 
bility that the Board of Education might 
purchase that portion of the property 
which it desired and the City Park and 
Recreational Department to obtain that 
portion of the property which it desired 


and the remaining portion of the property, 


to be sub-divided and developed into a 
residence area. 


After some discussion on this proposal, 
Commissioner Eckert presented the follow- 
ing letter as a communication to the 
Michigan Planning Commission expressing 
the attitude of the Lansing City Plan Com- 
mission: 


“Michigan Planning Commission, 
Lansing, Michigan. 


Gentlemen: 


We understand that it will prob- 
ably be necessary to expend consid- 
erable sums of money on repairing 
and modernizing the Boys’ Vocational 
School Buildings and the Armory 
Buildings as part of the State’s post- 
war program. These institutions are 
a real asset to the City of Lansing, 
and we hope they can be retained 
here. The Boys’ School was establish- 
ed in 1855 on land that was outside 
the city limits at that time. In 1917, 
by Act 148 of that year, the legisla- 
ja authorized the sale of the present 
site. 


The City of Lansing has now been 
built up on three sides of the prop- 
erty and we respectfully suggest that 
the proper state and city officials be 
brought together to discuss the desir- 
ability of moving the school and arm- 
ory to new sites near but outside the 
city limits of Lansing and releasing 
the present site for school, recre- 
ational, residential and other uses.’ 


Moved by Commisisoner Eckert, support- 
ed by Commissioner Leadley, that the pro- 
posed letter be sent to the Michigan Plan- 
ning Commission for its meeting of De- 
cember 2, 1943. 


Motion carried—7 yeas, 0 nays. 
Commision adjourned 8:50 P. M.
